2006 CENSUS DESIGN 


2006 Census - NSW Collection District Design. The Collection District (CD) is designed for 
use in the Census and is the smallest unit for the collection. Although the majority of the 
11,706 CDs in NSW remain stable between each census, it is necessary to accommodate 
population growth and changes to administrative boundaries such as NSW Local 
Government Areas. CD designers are currently making contact with NSW planning agencies 
and councils to seek information regarding areas of population change, existence of secured 
apartment buildings, and location of non-private establishments. For further information on 
CD design or the 2006 Census, contact David Gardner on (02) 9268 4682 or email 
david.gardner@abs.gov.au. 


Experimental Estimates and Projections 


EXPERIMENTAL ESTIMATES AND PROJECTIONS 


Experimental Estimates and Projections, Aboriginal and Torres Strait Islander 
Australians, 1991-2001 (cat. no. 3238.0) was released in September 2004. The publication 
contains 2001 Census-based experimental estimates of the Aboriginal and Torres Strait 
Islander population of Australia from 1991 to 2001, and projections for each year to 2009. 
Data are disaggregated by ATSIC regions, capital city and balance of state, remoteness 
areas, major population regions and section of state. Separate estimates of the Torres Strait 
Islander population at June 2001 are also given. Estimates of the June 2001 resident 
population at the Statistical Local Area level by age, sex and Indigenous status are also 
available electronically in a data cube format (cat.no. 3238.0.55.001). For further information 
contact the National Information and Referral Service on 1300 135 070 or Shahidulla on (02) 
6252 5129, email m.shahidulla@abs.gov.au. 


Survey of Disability, Ageing and Carers 


SURVEY OF DISABILITY, AGEING AND CARERS 


Disability, Ageing and Carers, Australia: Summary of Findings, 2003 (cat. no. 4430.0) 
was released 12 November 2004 and contains state tables for New South Wales. This 
publication presents a summary of results from the Survey of Disability, Ageing and Carers. 
Data covers three main areas: people with a disability (including disability status, main 
condition, assistance needed or received, use of aids, use of public transport and 
employment restrictions); older people (including assistance needed or received, culture and 


leisure participation, disability status and income); and people who provide assistance to 
others because of their disability or age (including carer status, relationship to main 
recipient, time spent caring for main recipient, need for and receipt of respite care and 
reasons for taking on the caring role). Some data is supplied by age group. For more 
information contact Ken Black on (02) 6252 7430 or email ken.black@abs.gov.au.

In response to community interest in the price of financial services, 
the ABS has started to measure fees; charges; price changes in interest margins and 
indirect taxes, as well as transfer expenses for both real estate and shares. An information 
paper was published in July, and the next edition of the continuing series of experimental 
estimates will be published January 2005.

PRISONERS IN AUSTRALIA 


Prisoners in Australia, 2004 (cat. no.4517.0) is due for release on the 23 December 2004. 
This publication provides information about prisoners who were in custody on 30 June each 
year, derived from information collected by the ABS from corrective services agencies in 


each state and territory. It presents details of the number of people in correctional 
institutions including remand; imprisonment rates; most serious offence and sentence 
length. A range of information is also presented on prisoner characteristics including age, 
sex, Indigenous status and prisoner type, including all prisoners, sentenced prisoners and 
unsentenced prisoners.

CRIMINAL COURTS 


Criminal Courts, Australia, 2003 - 2004 (cat. no. 4513.0) is due for release 25 January 
2005. This publication provides comparable national figures on the number of defendants 
dealt with by the higher (Supreme and Intermediate) and lower (Magistrates) criminal courts; 
defendant characteristics including age and sex; and outcomes associated with adjudicated 
defendants including penalty type and quantum by the type of offence committed. This data 
is presented by each state and territory, the total aggregate for Australia and by each court 
type level with the aggregate total for higher courts combined. For further information email 
crime.justice@abs.gov.au or contact Nick Skondreas on (03) 9615 7381.

Data is provided from the 2001 National Health Survey, the 
1998 and 2003 ABS Survey of Disability, Ageing and Carers, and the 2002 ABS Causes of 
Death Collection.
